struct Jlia Ministry. 



How the Kaiser Kcf^artls the Refusal 
to Aufirment Italy's Mili- 
tary Estublislimeut. , 



Ho Thinks it Absolutely Necessary to 
Have Germany Well 
Armed. 

Rome, April l-t. — The entire ministry 
tendered their resignations to King Hum- 
bert, to-day. They were accepted and the 
King ohargod tho Miiniuis de Pvudini, 
prime minister, to rc-coiiHtruct the cabinet. 
Tho immediate cauao of the cribi-i appears 
to bo that llio Minister of War, Cieneral 
Pelloux, insisted on an additional allowance 
of eighteen million francs for repeating riflci 
and the reorganization of the artilleay. 
Admiral Pacorst da San Bon, Minister of 
the Navy, asked for eiylit niillions for fast 
cruisers. So far as tho request from tho 
navy is concerned, no attention seems to have 
been paid to it, and only fourteen millions 
of francs were granted to the War oflioe. 
Tliis sum it was proposed to raise by econ- 
omy in other dirootions; but the finance 
minister. Signer Colombo, insisted that new 
taxes abottld be levied to meet tbe extra ex- 
penditure. This caused a division in th 
cabinet and tho retirement of ull but the 
premier, it is conceded that tho Marquis 
de Rudini has a large personal following, 
but it is admitted, nevertheless, that the 
tusk be has before him is a moat diiEcult 
one. 

Hkultn, April !•(.— Tho news of tho 
resi^;natiou of the Italian (I.ibinet reached 
here, tliis evening, and its deprcs.sing eU'ect 
wa.s at once apparent. Notliing short of u 
domestic crisis could have liglitoned tiie 
tension more in military circles. Tho Gov- 
ernment received, this morning, from Count 
Solms, itj Ambassador at tlie Court of 
Home, dispateliea to tlie effect that a crisis 
was imminent, in consequence of the par- 
tial refusal of tho military demands of the 
Ministry. Immediately after tho news was 
confirmed, a courier was sent to summon 
Caprivi to a conBultation with the 10m- 
peror. The resignation of the Ministry is 
regarded us' tlio consummation and triumph 
of tho enemies of tho Triple Alliance. 
Througliout tho discussion of the appropria- 
tions in the Italian chamber, tho utility to 
Italy of the alliance has been called in ques- 
tion, and the Radicals have protested 
against the-foblishnesi- of increasing the an- 
nual deficit for tho [wrposo of protecting 
Austria and Germany against France and 
Russia. Tho extreme Radicils have even 
contended that Italy might better ally her 
interests with those of Franco than with 
those of her historic enemy, Austria. 

That the chamber upon this issue should 
have halved the lulilitioinl grants reiiuested 
by the ministers of war and navy, is re- 
garded as a thrust al Italy's allie.s; but the 
significance of the tliriiat was not realized 
until tliu niiiiislry was brougbt to a disso- 
Igtion in conse(|uence of tho action of the 
chamber. It is found here that this 
revelation of Italy's wavering attachment 
of the Triple Alliance, at a time when 
Russia is piessing forward her troops to the 
border, will reniler inevitable the ( lovern- 
ment's denianil for an increase of the army 
on the basis of the last census. It 
is known that the Kmperor has been 
considering for the last three inomhs 
the proposal of an increase of about 
L'.1,OU0 or ."O,!^!) men, and has hesitated 
only to ilelerinine, by experiment in the 
army, the advisabiiity of introducing at the 
Kiune time the two year term of service de- 
manded by th6 Liberaliiand Radicals. .Since 
the recent massing of Russian troops on the 
harder, the Emperor has had rei)eated con- 
ferences with General Von ICaltenbcrn 
stachan, his Minister of War, on tho sub- 
ject of urmy reform, and has inclined to the 
opinion that the country must ho made to 
bear both the burden of tho increase and 
the long service. The events in Italy un- 
doubtedly will confirm tho Emperor in this 
opinion, and the hill incorporating his 
opinions will be laid before tho ne.vt 
Reiolistag.

— Attorney-General 
Cusgrain, in accordance with the decision of 
the Provincial Government, has directed 
prominent advocates to take steps to exter- 
minate several unauthorized lotteries which, 
for some weeks, have been doing a rushing 
business in !\lontroal. 

The funeral of the late city clerk, Glack- 
meyer, which took place yesterd.iy, was one 
of the largest seen in Montreal for a long 
time. 

The Oriingemen hcro'talk of a precession 
on July 12th| in view of their incorporation 
by the Dominion Government.

ToitoNTo, April 14. — The Kmpire's Que- 
bec correspondent denies that tho proposed 
prosecution of Meicier and bis colleagues 
lias been abandoned.

Broker Brown DlEtippriira With tho Honeya 
of ills Clients, CommltB Forgeries, ond 
Gets Haft'ly to Mexico. 

ToiiONTO, April 14.— It is learned that 
Broker Arthur G. Brown's defalcation with 
the proceeds of wheat deals made by his 
customers in the Chicago market, amount- 
ing to §30,000, last week, was not his worst 
crime. He had been carrying on a series 
of forgeries for two years.

A Bomb Tlirowu Into the Uldst of the Holy 
Tlinrsday Pruceislon. 

Madrid, April 11.— The Anarchists, 
after a period of inactivity, utarted u]> 
again, yesterday. While the Holy Thurs- 
day precession was moving tlirough tlio 
streets of Cadiz, and tlio crowds on tlie 
otiier siilo wore bowing reverently as tlie 
holy emblems passed, t ivo bombs were 
tlirowu into tlie midst of the procession.

KOOTENAY MINES. 



Mr. J. R Rohevtsou Talks of Ills Visit 
to the Kooteuay Lake 
District. 

Active Biiiltliiis: Operations at Nelson- 
Lively Coinpetitiou for 
Town Lots. 



Mr. J. B. Robertson, of Menzies street, 
returned, the other day, from tho 

Kootenay Mining district, where lio liaa 
spent some weeks investigating the pros- 
pects. As many readers aro [aware, before 
making Victoria his liome, lie resided for 
some years in New V'ork city, being intim- 
ately conneated with trarlous EDglish inter- 
ests in the States. In reply to the interro- 
gations of a representative of tho Coi.onlst, 
this gentleman expressed himself as very 
much struck with the buoyant feeling ex- 
pressed by every one ho met on the Koo- 
tenay lakes. 

Mr. llobertsou made a personal inspec- 
tion of the various towtisites ou Kootenay 
lake, and stated tliat, with tho exception of 
Nelson and Ainsworth, tho evidences of 
future development were in tho most priini- 
livc stages. I'erliapa outside tlio above 
named towns, the pkice showing moat signs 
of movement ia Pilot Bay, at wliicli point 
land is being cleared preparatory to a 
smelter being erected in the fall. Outside 
Nelson and .-Vinsworth, however, there was 
as yet no town in anything more than the 
carlitst stages of developinont, l)Ut not 
posing as a propliet, ho regretted ho could 
not anticipate what might happen in the re- 
mote future. Mr. llobertsou rode into the 
country before tho opening of navigation, in 
February, and states tliat well-informed 
people still consider that it will be another 
month before new trails can bo cut or pros- 
pecting carried ou iu any but the low shores 
of the lakes and {rivers, a very short dis- 
tance from which brings one to the snow 
lino. 

Mr. II obertson expressed himself 'as very 
much pleased with the facilities aGforded 
him of making a personal examination of 
the work done on many of the more prom- 
inent mines, which inspection snowed' 
much recent work had been done in 
development. Since the lumber famine 
came to an end, many new buildings have 
been put up in Nelson, and the liundsonie 
new buildings of tlic IJiink of ISritish 
Columbia and Hank of Montreal, as also 
the spacious buildings being erected (also 
on llaker street) by tho proprietora of tlic 
Miner, are proving a great addition to tlie 
city. 

Whilst the people of Nelson are prepared 
to welcome all railroads coming to their 
city, they feel that already they aro now 
supplied with means of coinnuuiicatioii far 
beyond what they had last year, and it ia 
the openly expressed local opinion that if 
possible, the Nelsonitea purpose to keep all 
the lots sold at the Government sale, this 
month, for local men, so that outsiders 
wanting lota will have to go provided with 
well-supplied jmcket books. 

Mr. Robertson spoke in a very guarded 
strain, but generally seemed to think that 
blight dajs were in store for certain por- 
tions of the district. He said that tho 
American element was making itself felt— 
Ihc American papers sharing with the 
C'oi,o\i,sT the tables in the hotels. Referring 
to these latter, Mr. Robertson stated that 
tlui lintels were doing well, and looking for- 
ward to having all tlioy can do to furnish 
accomniodatiou for tlioir guests.

Mr. Mara Says the Indiana Would 
Sell if They Could get' 
the Money. 



J[r. Piittcrson (Brant) -I nm very i^latl to 
bear the Jllnister say thnt ho ia not prepared 
to take Kroatur power to lilmar K to dispoae of 
tlio Indian lanela without tho consotit oC Ihu 
Indians.

The 
hon. member for Urant h is alluded to tho fact 
that tho Cranchisu ia to bo c;aended to tliurii in 
Britinh Coluuiuia. Allliough tliey avj inilua- 
trioua and can OHrn iiiouoy, thoy are not edu- 
cated, and are not qnaliUed. and will not bo for 
601110 time, to vote under tho Franchise Act. 

Sir John Tlionipson— Under tho franchise 
clause of I bo Indian Act. 

Mr. iJavica— (l'.K.l.)-Cau they vote in Brit- 
ish Columbia now I 

Jlr. Barnard— No, I think not. So wo are 
all of one accord. There is no intention on the 
part of the mombera for Uritisli Columbia to 
advocate that Indian rights should bo inter- 
fered with, or that any of his lands should bo 
obtained by apeeulAtora. Wo conlond that tho 
Indian, who has the lands. Is not the best judge 
as to wbetluir they should be sold tor tlio bono- 
lit of tho Indians or not, but that tho govorn- 
ment should place tliotiiaelves in tho position 
to bo thojndges in that r:;r,peot and utilize the 
money received for their bonellt. Tbo Minister 
of the Interior suya that greedy apeeulatora de- 
sire to get tlieae lands. Xu doubt thoy do ; but 
theso spcculalors arc willing to pay for the 
land, and the money received will Oo used by 
tho government for the bonellt of tho Indians. 

.Air. Paterson (Brnnl) — Tlioy will become 
still more vaUiablo ns time goes on. 

Jlr. Barnard— This ia quite true. But the 
Indian of the present day will probably require 
the money more tbaa tbo Indian of a subac- 
quont date, because. In three or f"ur gonora- 
tions there wiU he very few Indians left. 
Dlsoaao Is making groat ravages among them, 
and they are gradually dying oil'. At iho 
present time, tho money dorivi d from these 
lands will be of greater advantage to them than 
at a future date. Anolli'.r advantage from tho 
disposal of Iheso lands is that wo procure 
white settlors, and thus generally benellt tho 
community. The Minister has also referred 
to mining, and ho stated that the Indians on a 
particular reserve wore mining, and taking the 

gold out of the river. That baa boon tho caao, 
nt placer mining ia over in these days. Tho 
Indians do not mine to any extent now. Thoro 
is no gold, except that obtained by an expendi- 
ture of largo sums of inonoy. Tho land 
I referred to on that reserve ia high 
bonch land, and it will require an 
oxpondituro of from 820,000 to $30,000 
to work it and ninko It available. Tlio 
Indians cannot possibly do that. A company 
want to buy it, and are prepared to pay what 
tho Governiiicnt considers a just llguro, pi. ic- 
ing the money aside for the benellt of the In- 
dians. I consider that it will bo advantag- 
eoua to the Indians an l the country gcnerajly 
to have the land utilized in that way. The In- 
dians will derive eniploymenl tor the working 
of the ground and tho country would bo gener- 
ally btaofitled, whereas, t ho land is now idle 
and is of no advantage to the Indiana or any 
one else. Thirty or forty Indians own this land, 
which covers an area of 30,000 or 10,000 acres, 
and tbof refueed to sell it bt a vote of 27 to 12 
If tho Govenimnnt wore In a position today to 
say that it was in the intcreit.s of the Indiana 
that tlioy sliiuild realize the value of tb.u land, 
it would bo to llieiv own ailvaiuage. Tho In- 
dians are often biased by people who entertain 
feelings of jealousy towards companies who 
undertake to develo)) land near them. 'I'bo In- 
diana nv» induenced by these people, and do 
not appreciate what U in their own intereata. 
I ho|io tho information, when it cornea down, 
will be aa full as possilile. 

Air. iJaviea (P. K. I.)— There Is no doubt that 
a great deal can bo suid in favor of tho view- 
nhioh I be bon. gentleman takes, and X can well 
Boe that tlie resetvation of theso lands, at tho 
time Oie roservaliOKS were made, might bo 
equitable and just, but that oircumstancca may 
have BO changed now thot it migh' bo desir- 
able to give power to the depa tment to sell 
It seems to mo, hnwovor, that tho danger of 
outside iiartios iiitluencing the Indian is more 
ill tho oirecnon of inducing him to sell im- 
properly and iniprovidenlly, lhan inducing to 
witlibold his ns--enl Lo t he Hale. Idonotmcaii 
to say that tho linio may not come, when for 
tho Indian os well as for llio lienetlt of the 
slate, it will bo advisable to sell these lane's. 
It la, however, a matter that should not be 
done haatily. and in which we should proceed 
in a Tory conservative manner. 
Motion agreed to.

REDISTRIBUTION liN B. (J. 

To THE KniTOi! : Your contenipornry, tho 
Vancouver World, lias dono nio tho honor to 
ropub'lsh and criticiso i> y recent letter on this 
Buojeoi ; and as ho nuts to mo a query or two I 
am sure you will allow mo tlio favor of a reply. 
Ho begins his cditoiial with a compliment (for 
Trhich I thank him), but then a little farther on, 
ho Inconsidoratoly spoils it all by crediting mO', 
with n degreoot ignoranco which would bolnox- 
cusabl.) in one who formerly tilled tho chair 
edilorial. '"Possibly," ho says, "Dr. Watt Is not 
aware of the fact that tho Dritish North 
America Act fixes tho basis for representation 
tor ench ot tho provinces, (Jucheo's 

Eopuhitlon arranging llio number to 
e given cncli of the otluir provinces." I 
am sure it ia very kind of ' Quebec's popula- 
tion" to do us the favor of arranging our re- 
presentaiion for us; but really, ihoiiKhtful 
men must by this time bo inclined to ask if 
Quebec has not lately been doing ralher much 
for tho Dominion. 1 remember publialiing in 
my paper a pretty full editorial summary of 
tho U.N.A. Act shortly after its p'ssage 
through the Imperial Parliament ; and lhat 
(how quickly tho tlmo hog passed !) is 26 yoora ■ 
ago. And I used to think thst I undoiBtood ' 
tho provisions of the Act passably woU ; and I 
remember that though it provides that the 
population of ljuebec, aa decennially eiiuiuera- 
ated. shall regulate j)ro rata on a ll.xed devisor 
of 05, tho representntion ot Uio other 
provinces, tho younger members of the 
Confederation, when admitted, wero given a 
larger proportionate represcnta.tion than the 
limit llxcd by the Act. And tho very grounds 
that 1 mentioned in my Ictti r were the rcnsonB 
for this— territory and prorpcctivo intSrcaso of 
population. Tho stateanicn who controlled tho 
destinies of the Dominion nt that time woro 
broad-ndudod enough to sco that these factors 
ought rlchifully to have conatderatlon; and 
my claim is that they ouyht still to bo consid- 
ered— considered alike In rctainuig tho ropre- 
Bontation given to tho Island ns in xiici-casinsf 
thataliowod to the JIainland. ihit, nncnt this, 
point, the editor is cruel enough to hit mo In 
this fashion: "It may also bo a fact 
that Doctor Watt did not know 
that it required two members to re- 
present lU,bil Victorians, whilst .]3.000 in this 
district had to bo Icontont with one." Alas I I 
must admit the charge, for I really was ignor- 
ant ot that •'tact," though my ignoranco did 
not prevent mo advocating that instead of 
being "contcuL" with cue. Westminster dlS' 
trict should bo given two rcprosoutativcff. 
Now, my undorstatiding oC tho facts (and I 
draw it from ollloial lourees) is bomethlng like 
this : Victoria Uialrict, with a populatien of 
18,33S, elects two reprcsenlativcs, while Wcft- 
niinsler d iatricf, wii h a population of 12,22(1, 
has at prc^:ient only one. I'lit I do not justify 
this alalu of things at idl. Ho far from it nm I 
tliaL I freely admit thai, on the (^nebec basis, 
the Itiland ia over-represented, but so also is 
the Mainland. Hence, if wo must nrguo the 
matter on tills basis, and begin moving our ro- 
presuntatives from one part ot tho province to 
tho other, the Govormnont feeling its strenirth, 
and aotuuted by an all-prevniling sense ofjua- 
tico to the ICiutem provinces might say. " Wo 
can now do without the 'solid six' from lliitiah 
Columbia; its population ia hardly sulllclent 
to entitle it to flvo members ; wo shall reduce 
Its rciiresentation to tho Strictly constitulionnl 
basis." Of courso this Is all very absurd, but; 
as an argument it is on all fours with tho 
World's. Jiut why sliould my friend be so par- 
ticular Ion unit for Viatoria, while his own 
diatrict get.s the benellt of a liberal quotation 
in Eound luiiiibors? ia it quite fairof him to- 
represent Victoria's city poiiulation only as 
electing two members when lie knows thata- 
part of the country adjacuut shares in tlio olec 
tiiiii of Meaars. I'l ior and £arlol It is said that 
"llgurea don't lie." but it all depends, you 
know, liDW one <niotca thoiii. Was tliisdovlco 
the outcome of llmt silly Jealousy that exists 
between the cities of the J.-:laiui and llio JIaln- 
land l (iiiglil there to bo btrife of any kind bo- 
tween tho Island and the .Mainland ?

mT HEROES. 

Wo do not look upon tho Messrs, Ken- 
nedy as horocs who aro bniviiip diingera 
seou and unseen in order to iissert tlie lib- 
erty of the press. On the contrary, wo 
looic upon thoni aa iil-iidviaed men of baai- 
neas, who first did what was wrong, and 
afterwards, ' to make bad worse, took a 
' foolish course. Wo beliovo that tho article 
which has been tho cauao of tho iinpleasunt- 
ness was both un improper and an uuuecea- 
sary ouo. Tho Colunibiau could have 
criticised tho conduct of tho Private Bills 
Committee sovoroly without attributing 
corrupt motives to its mombors. Whon the 
publishers found that they had done wrong 
and that there was not a ainglo member in the 
House who ventured to justify tho article 
wliieh tlicy were so injudicious us to pub- 
lish, tlie Messrs. Kennedy were very foolisli 
■■ indeed to disrogurd the Speaker's summons. 
. If tliey had pi-oniptly appeared at the bar of 
■; the House all tluit would huvo been required 
•of them was a formal apology, wliich any 
man could niiihe without loss of self-respect. 

There was nothing tliat wo can see to be 
gained by putting the Logislativo Assembly 
at defiance. There was no principle to bo 
vindicated, no right to be osserted. No 
reasonable man claims that he has a right 
to do wrong, and no intelligent man will 
assert that the Logislativo Assembly should 
not possess the power to protect tho reputa- 
tion of its members, aud to enforce its 
. authority. 

If the Messrs. Kennedy liad appeared at 
the bar of the House, and made the ac- 
knowledgment required of them, the whole 
<iiflioulty would have been surmounted, and 
■no one would have been hurt or humiliated. 
The publishers of tho Columbian would have 
received a" warning whish would make them 
more careful, and perhaps save them annoy- 
ance and expense in the future. It seems 
to us to be regretted for their sake, as well 
iis for the sake of newspaper men generally, 
that they did not take this course. Their 
disrcLiiirding tho authority of tho House 
v,i!l not do the newspapers of llie province 
tho least good, and it haa made tlioir ofTenae 
xnore sorioiis. 

We have no sympathy with those who 
'despis^ lawfully constituted authority and 
attempt to resist it. Their conduct is the 
reverse of heroic, and does not deserve the 
encouragement of well-disposed and law- 
abiding citizens. If the critiuism of the 
'Columbian bad been fair criticism, if its 
■jpublishcrs were being prosecuted for excr- 
' oisiug in a proper way any right which 
journalists should possess, we would do 
what we could to aid theui in asserting that 
right. We believe that it would have been 
wiser iu tho Houao to have taken no notice of 
the Columbian's attack, on the principle that 
it is better to allow an objectionable article to 
passunnoticed than to lead the publicto think 
that the representatives of tho people dis- 
like a free press aud would like to place 
restrictions upon journalists in tlie exercise 
of their right of criticising the public acts 
. of public men. But having once noticed 
■ the Columbian's article and taken action 
t'upon it, nothing was left for them to do 
'ibut to assert their authority. 



THE LEPERS. 



■ An. appeal has been made to tho Dominion 
Government for a new lazaretto at Traoadie 
in New Brunswick, by the Hon. ilr. Adams 
and Messrs. Burns and McAlister. The 
Kov, Father liubineau, a devoted priest, 
joins in tlieir rccjuest. New buildings aro 
wanted in order to give the unhappy lepers 
as much enjoyment of life as is possible in 
their dreadful circumstances, and to afford 
those in less advanced stages of the disease 
some chance of recovery. We trust that 
the Government will lend a favorable ear to 
tho request of these pldluiitliropio gentle- 
It is only right that tho unfortunate 
ufiforors should bo made i>s comfortable as 
their condition permits. But while the 
Oovernmen t, at the intercession of influential 
men, is induced to expend money in main- 
taining and providing shelter for lepers on 
other side of tho continent, it should 
■not refuse tho reasonable requests of those 
■who ask it to do something for the poor 
creatures on this aide of the continent, wlio 
are similarly afilicted. It is hardly fair 
that the municipalities of Victoria and Van- 
couver should bo saddled with tho burden of 
providing for the lepers on the Pacific Coast 
■while those on the Atlantic side of the 
coutiuent are taken care of by the Domin- 
ion. There is quite as good reason why the 
lepers on Darcey Island sliuuldbe under the 
.«are of the Dominion Government us are the 
•lepers of Tracadie. Tho fact that the 
Jepers hero are Chinamen is an additional 
reason why the Government, which permits 
them to enter the country and compels 
them to pay a considerable sum per head 
for the. permission, makes the dpty of tho 
Dominion Government to support those of 
them, who in order to preserve tho whole 
community from contamination, must be 
isolated, tho nioro apparent. Tho Oovern- 
mcnt derives a eousidcrablo revenue from 
Chincao immigration. Why docs it not 
.appropriate part of the money to support 



tho lazaretto on Darccy Island ? It admits 
its obligation to care for tho lopora in Tra" 
cadic, and it dees not require a profound 
logioian to see that what is an obligation on 
the Eastern side of tho continent is also an 
obligation on its Western side. 

MINISTER EOAN. 

Mr. Egan ia on his way to tho United 
States. The Chilians will bo delighted to 
get rid of him. He was r^mt persona, grata 
with them. They believe that in their 
attempt to throw off the yoke of the dictator 
]{almaccda, he was their determined enemy, 
He took tho aide of tho tyrant from the 
fust, and came to be botli distrusted and 
hated by all patriotic Chilians, It ia said 
that they have no reason for their dislike, 
that Mr, Egan never deviated from tho 
neutral course ho ought to pursue. If that 
is really tho case tho Chilians must bo 
greatly wanting in discernment, for they 
believed him to be their enemy, and they 
wore convinced that he waa tho cause of 
their disagreement with the United States 
which c&me so near to producing tragic ro- 
sulta. And the Chilians are not alone in 
their belief that Mr. Kgan was not fit for 
tho position to whicli lie liad been appointeii, 
anil that tho course ho pursued during the 
civil war In Chili was most injudicious and 
not caloulated to promote the interests of 
of the United States in that country. 
This is tho comment which the Now York 
World makes on the report of his departure 
from Chili : 

" Minister Egan is coming home for a 
vacation. Ho should never have been sent 
away on any diplomatic mission. 

" If Egan liiui not been our Minister Chili 
inigiit have forgotten the unfortunate cir- 
cuinstunces of eleven years ago, niid the 
Hciuulalb luid politics of the Lanclrau churns, 
and the attack on tlie sailors of the Balti- 
more niiglit have been averted. 

" Whila Mr. Egan is away the legation 
will be in clmrge of Mr. McCreory, who ia a 
trifle worse than Egan liimsi^lf. Certain in- 
cidents that have taken place in the Union 
Club ot V:dparaiso during this jieraon's 
olhciul career have not endeared him to tho 
gentlemen of the city. 

" If tho United States treated Chili half 
as well as Chili treats the United States, 
l']gan would be kept ot homo and McCroory 
recalled." 

Tills shows very plainly tho esteem in 
which Mr. Egan is held by a very largo 
proportion of the intelligent people of the 
United States. His appointment as Minis- 
ter to Chili was declared to bo a mistake 
when it waa made, and Ida career in that 
country attests tho discernment of the 
critics. 



THE HEPTILE FUND. 

Very little is heard ot tho Emperor of 
Germany that ia not to hia credit. He may 
bo given to making ill-considered speeches, 
and saying a great deal more than he means, 
but when tho time for action comes, the 
young Emperor ia pretty sure to do the 
riglil thini;. 

The last good act that is recorded of the 
German Emperor was his handing over the 
Reptile Fund to its rightful owner. Every 
newspaper reader has heard something 
about the Reptile Fund, and the uses made 
of it by Prince Bismarck, It is, however, 
not generally known that tlie money did 
not, of right, belong to tlie ( iovernment of 
(iermaiiy. It was taken from the lato 
George V., King of Hanover, by Bismarck, 
because he would not lenounco his right to 
the throne to which he had as valid a title 
as the Kaiser William had to that of Prus- 
sia. Tho King of Hanover was also Duko 
of Cumberland. At tho death of William 
IV., tho Princess Viotorio, who succeeded 
to the throne of Great Britain, could 
not, owing to the law of the 
Hanoverian succession, tho Salique Law, 
beconio Queen of Hanover. The crown of 
Hanover, therefore, devolved on tho nearest 
male relative of the deceased King, who 
was the Duke of Cunilierland. He wusauc- 
ceedod by hia eldest sou, George V., who 
was deposed by Bismarck, in 1S66. lie 
was a very rich man, possessing a largo 
private fortune and also property in Han- 
over valued at forty ndlliona of marka. 
Thia property the man of Blood and Iron 
seized and se<ineatrated. It was v. itli the 
utmost dilliculty . that the old Emperor 
could bo persuaded to consent to this ap- 
propriation of his cousin's money. But he 
did consent, aud Bismarck used the revenue 
from it as a secret service fund. One of the 
usea it waa put to was to buy uj) and sub- 
sidize iieu-spapera to uplujld I'.idiiiaick'a 
policy and to denounce Liismarck's enemies. 
It was because it was known to be put to 
thia use that it wos stigmatized as tho 
" Reptile Fund." 

The young Emperor's conscience did not 
allow liim to keep the money tliat belongs 
of right to Prince Ernest Augustus, Duke of 
Cumberland, who is his near relative on his 
father's as well as his mother's side. He 
wanted hia cousin to have what belonged to 
him and was willing to Imnd it over to liirn, 
provided ho would not do anything to dis- 
turb the peace of the German Empire. 
Negotiations were entered into, in which 
the Uako of Cumberland aignified hia will- 
ingness to agree to any terms that were not 
incompatible with the strict observance of 
his word of honor. It appears 
that he had promised hia father 
never fornniUy to renounce hia right to 
tho Crown of Hanover, for ho refused 
to sign a compromiso after ho had been ad- 
vised tiiat it amounted to a reaunoiation. 
Although this refusal caused a hitch in tho 
negotiations they ■were not broken ofT, On 
tho 10th of last month the Duke of Cumber- 
land wrote a letter to the Emperor which 
containeil the following paasuge: — 

" I am pleased to avail myself of tliis op- 
portunity of once more declaring that it ia 
far from my intention to engage in any 
enterprise calculated to disturb or menace 
tho peace of the Gorman Empire and of tho 
states belonging to it. As a German Prince 
I faithfully and sincerely love my German 
Fatherlanil, and would never with the re- 
sources at my disposal, whether already in 
my poasoBsion or accruing to me in virtue of 
.the said treaty, knowingly originate or ap. 



prove any hostile enterprise instigated or 
promoted either directly or indirectly 
against your Majesty or the Prussian state." 

This declaration has boon considered 
BufEciont by tho Emperor and his advisers, 
and restitution will bo made without any 
needless delay. The Emperor answered the 
letter with his own hand, and caused a 
notice to be published in the Official Gazette 
stating that his' 'Majesty considers the tittle 
to have arrived for annulling tho sequestra- 
tion of the property belonging to tho de- 
coased King of . Hanover, and by him be- 
queathed to hia rightful heirs. 

The Emperor has acted in this matter 
like a high-minded, conscientious man, A 
less scrupulous ruler could easily have 
found pretext to keep thia properly in tho 
possession of his govonimeut, and would 
without hcaitation uae it to carry out his 
political designs. The Qerman Oovernment 
ia not so rich that it can afibrd to look upon 
tho interest on forty millions of marks as 
beneath its consideration.

Sersices in tlie Churches— Tlie. Pro- 
gramme of Sports— Even- ' 
iiifif Events. 



The celebration of Good Friday, like that 
of Chriatmas, was not so very many years 
ago a religious one purely and entirely. 
The ohangiDg years, however, have brought 
a new order of things, and the growing dis- 
position to make every "holiday" from tho 
cares and worries of work-a-day life, a day 
of pleasure, is tending to transform tho 
"Good Friday,"' s» full of tender sig- 
nificance to members of the Church of 
Christ into a revised edition of tho Queen's 
Birthday," the ■"Dominion 'Day" of all 
good Canadians, or tho " (Uorious Fourth '' 
of our neighbors across tho border. 

Of course a large proportion of tho popu- 
lation still make it a rule to attend the 
reliqious services held each Good Friduy 
in the Churches, and there they are content 
to rest their atri<it obaervauco of the day. 
To-day, the usual Good Fridiiy services will 
'he hold. At Christ Church Cathedral the 
order is; " 10 a. m., Children's Service; 11 
a.m., with sermon by tho Lord Biship ; '2 
p.m., " Three Hours' Devotion ;" ~:oO p.m., 
with sermon.

ehurdi, at 11 a,ni., Right Rev. Bishop 
Cridge will preach upon "Salvation through 
the Cross.? At St. Andrew^s pro-Cathedral 
(Roman Catholic) the prooeeduiga will be 
extraordinarily aolemn and impressive. 

For those whoso thoughts take a light 
trend, many amusements have ,been pro- 
vided. Tliere will be a bicycle race at the 
Hill Bomo time during the morning, and 
matches to suit every taste during the day. 
The first picnic of the season — that of the 
Epworth League and Christian Endeavor 
Society, of the Methodist church, will be 
held at Oak Bay beach, and many pleasure- 
seekers, fishermen and otherwise, will take 
advantage of the reduced rates and good ac- 
commodations announced by tho E. & N. 
Railway company, and spend a few lioiirs 
at ono or other of the many beauty spots 
along tho line. 

The Union Gun Club will hold a practice 
shoot during tlie day, and tho Victoria Gun 
Club will dispose of their first match of the 
season, at their new groimda, Grant's ad- 
dition, at the ternuuus of the Fort street 
car line.

to better advantage tlian when havinj 
mounted, with ringing stc)), the fiitiil Beat 
fold, with his foot resting on th" l;luclc and 
his eye on the headsman, he defied the 
tyrant Dionysius to come forth and see liow 
a Syraousan senator could die. It would be 
impossible to do justice to Mr. Warde's act- 
ing in this short notice, sullice it to say 
that time anB again he was loudly applaud- 
ed and called before the curtain, and that 
even then he got no more than his due " 
The bill at the Imperial will be " Divorce, 
a bill in which the company has won great 
popularity. 

THE DUTY OK FASTING. 

Apiiroirlito Suu'frestlona I'ubllBUeil in tho 
Ephcopal Kei'oriler l)y Kfv. C. E. 
UolJbs of VIcturlu, 1!. C. 

" Somn per.sons impose certain fasts and 
restrictions upon themselves during this 
period, and at its close return agaiu to tho 
gaieties and frivolities of the woilil, vainly 
imagining tiiat in thus abstaininf: for tho 
forty days of Lent they have done their duty 
toward God and their own soul. On th 
other hand, some think that the obaervanc 
ia not in any way binding upon them, and 
that its recognition pertains to Roman 
Catholics and their indlators. 
; " Now, as regards the self-imposed fast, 
WO hare our Lord's own words of disap- 
proval as recorded by St, Matthew, where 
He decidedly condemns stated times of 
^fasting by rule, undertaken in tho hope of 

. gaining favor witli God or the Church, and 
this very pas8;igo tlm compilers of the 

■ prayer book have wisely selected to bo em- 
bodied in tho (Inspel for the first day of 
Lent. Again,, by the sharp contrast be- 
tween the Pharisee's boast and the Publi- 
can's humble prayer, this sort of fasting 
is shown to bo unacceptable, our Lord's 
teaching being summed up iu the words, 
' I toll you this man went down to his 
houae justified rather than the other.' 

"Tlie fast enjoined by Scripture is not a 
fast according to arbitrary rule laid down 
by oiiMelvea or by others, when it is said, 
"Wo will not eat certain food on certain 
days," for such is mere outward form and 
not necessarily, or evou probably, tho out 
come of heart religion. It is rather the 
enemy of true religion, as it) serves ,to 



"quench the Spirit" by quieting tho coa- 
science and lulling oonviotiou of sin, thus 
making peace where God has not spoken 
peace. The true "Fast unto God" is \vhen 
tho soul is 80 absorbed in Hia worship or 
service, that we become oblivious to ■^^r 
surroundings and indifferent to our bodily 
wants. For examples of this - true spiritual 
fast we have only to refer" to incidents in 
tholivesof Moses, Elijah and others, and 
above nU, in the lifo of Oar Divine Master 
himself. ' 

"But how are we to attain- to this warm, 
pulsating spiritual life? * How shall we get 
this new spring of action into our being? 
What is God's plan in the matter? The 
Lenten ofiering, tho oblation' that He seeks 
ia tho gift of ourselves. Till we come and 
give ourselves not merely to God as tho 
Deity, but to Christ, the Son of God, as 
tho atoning Saviour, wo cannot be accepted. 
When wo make an offering it must bo made 
in God's way, not our own, else it will bo an 
offence unto Him. Not one of us has any 
right to enter into the presence of God with 
any oiTuring or prayer unless we have first 
passed by the way of Calvary. 

" Let us not dare to stand in His presence 
unless wo have passed by this road, and, 
passing under the Cross, have felt the drop- 
pings of the outpoured blood falling upon 
our soul. 'Die cleansing and lifu-giving 
power of this Hood must bo felt in your 
soul, as well as oll'eretl as your plea to (jod. 
Let ua not suppose that God takes pleasure 
in fasting for fasting's sake. It cannot bo 
for His glory that we suffer, as some have 
mistakenly done from a throl)l)ing, nervous 
headauho and weakened stonuicli after a 
self-iiiiposcd fast. 

"When (iod, in mercy, sliowaiis tlie neces- 
sity of humbling ourselves iu His sight, and 
we feel that, as lost sinners, something 
must bo dons in our case, let us be true to 
the conviction of His spirit, and come 
humbly to the feet of Christ, lay our all 
there, surrender to Him our life, our time, 
our pleasures, our self, not only to bo His 
during tho days of Lout, but to be His own, 
entirely and absolutely, for time and for 
eternity, that we may be saved and sancti- 
fied, and presented faultless and without 
blemish before the Throne."

■ Immediately after the arrival of the 
steamer, the party proceeded to take in the 
towfli and, as they have only until this 
evening, at G o'clouk, to see the sights, it 
was deemed advisable to lose no time. At 
Seattle there was a heavy rain falling, and, 
in consequence, the full measure of enjoy- 
ment was not allowed. The visitors are, 
however, delighted with the sunshine and 
balmy breezes of the capital city, and somo 
of them expressed the wish that they nii^^ht 
bo able to stay a few days longer. Amongst 
other places they propose to visit to day, 
are Esquiraalt and the naval yards, where 
they will be able to see some of the warships 
of the Pacific squadron. 

The diflereut members of the party con- 
gregated at San Francisco, having como 
from their homes by various routes to that 
city. Tlieuoe tliny came north to Port- 
land, aud from Portland to Seattle, 
then on to Victoria. Their next 
place of call will be Tacoma, 
from which city they go by the Northern 
Pacific railway to St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
leaving Taooma on Tuesday erening next. 
There are a number of distinguished people 
in the various walks of life amongst the 
party. One of these is Lawrence Abbott, 
of New York, president of the Christian 
Union Publishing company, and a grandson 
of Jacob Abbott, whoso Rollo books and 
other stories for children were the delight 
of boys aud girls a generation ago. His 
father, Rev. Lyman Abbott, one of the best 
known clergymen of the United .States, suc- 
ceeded Rev. Henry Ward Beccher of pastor 
of the famous Plymouth church of Brook- 
lyn.

several years of experience in daily and 
weekly newspaper work — part of it in San 
Fraooisco — he took his present position as 
publisher of the Christian Union.

IlBCTKICITY is KIN&. 

iln the County Court Yestorday— An Action of 
AVlres, Tolts, and Accusations of 

Ne!;ll[;eiice. 

The County Court room was hardly big 
enough to hold the crowd of interested spec- 
tators and witnesses who gathered yester- 
day to listen to the ease of Karlo v. The 
Corporation, which was up for hearing be- 
■fore the Chief Justice. The details of the 
action need no reca))itulation. The facts 
were produced in evidence by several wit- 
nesses and the trial only got interesting at 
the points where technical information was 
given by several employes of the various 
•electric light stations in the city. 

Messrs. McPhillips, W'lotton Sc Barnard 
appeared on behalf of the plaintifl", the Cor- 
poration being defended by Mr. Pryor, from 
ike office of Eberts & Taylor, the city bar- 
'risters. Messrs. Belyea & Gregory, repre- 
snnting the Tramway Co., at the be^nning 
of the proceedings objected to a notice hav- 
ing been given them by the Corpor<vtion, to 
the cn'eot that the company was a third 
party in the suit under the rules of Order 
X. The city claimed that if any accident 
had happened it was the fault of 
the Tramway Co. The Chief Justice 
overruled the objection. Mr, Gregory then 
appeared in the action and asked that the 
Tramv/ay Company bo directed to bo dis- 
missed from tlie action on the ground that 
it was an improper case for lliu service of 
a third party notice. If that was refused 
the Company would iisk that direction be 
given as to a trial of the question between 
the defendants and the third partv, under 
Order X, Rule 111. 

His Lordship ruled that the Tramway 
Company could appear by counsel or not. 



just as they pleased. If they wished to 
leave things alone they could receivo costs 
of appearance. If they stayed they could 
not ask for coats. Messrs. Boly ea & Gregory 
elected not to appear, but a representative 
ofttie fir^ sat through the enquiry and 
evidence, watching the case for their olieats. 

The evidence for the plaintiff,'' as brought 
out in examination by Mr, Barnard, proved 
to the satisfaction of everybody that the 
damage, whereby;the horse qad been killed,' 
was sustained through contact with a fallen 
electric light wire, being a ' portion of the 
apparatus ,of* the Gamewell ^firo alarm 
system. It as also shown,^— or attempted 
to be shown— that a Gamewell wire could 
not of itself have carried a sufficient current 
to kill an animal of the size of a horse, and 
must have come in contact and gained ad- 
ditional power from touching some other 
and stronger current, the conclusion, of 
course, being that the tramway wire was 
ni'vinly responsibly for the fatality. 

His Lordship, after hearing the evidence 
for the plaintiir, said that they had alto- 
gether overlooked the necessity of proving 
that the defendants were guilty of negli- 
gence. The onus of such proof, as had 
been laid down time and lime again iii 
cases of the character of that then before 
him, rested entirely with the plainfcifl's, and 
they had not brought forward a particle of 
evidence in support of such a claim. 

Mr. Pryor at ones moved for a nonsuit, 
on the grounds stated by the Chief Justice, 
but the latter reserved the point, and said 
that he was ready to listen to the evidence 
for the defence. The case was adjourned 
soon afterwards. 

Interesting developments as to the power 
and utilization of electricity are likfly to 
come out of the case before it is concluded. 
Yestorday, all the prominent electricians of 
Victoria were present, and t;he usual amount 
of professional duelling was indulged in. 
Electrical genius is of an oxclusive type, as 
is the knowledge of sanitary engineering, 
and several times lately the County Court 
has witnessed amusing p:i33agca betn-een 
followers of both professions, who are often 
fond of the "disagree" method of argu- 
ment.

Tho C.P.R. was represented in the room 
by two directors, Sir Donald Smith ond 
Hon. 11. A, Kirkpatrick, ,Tudge Clarke, tho 
company's solicitor, and Secretary Drink- 
water; and surely, with such an array of 
talent, all the information which was neces- 
sary to bo given to the coinniittee could 
be furnished by those gentlemen. Cnrran'a 
proposal was simply a pretext for delay, as 
the Canadian Pueitio wore anxious to secure 
legislation in the liritish Calundjia Legisla- 
ture; but ho had been instructed to state 
that the Legislature of British Columbia 
would not grant the legislation asked for by 
the C P. R. unless this charter was granted 
by the Dominion Pivrliaineiit. It was evi- 
dent to him that tlio Caiuulian Pacitic were 
trying to get a "cinch" on llie British 
Columbia Southern, and, therefore, he must 
oppose the suggestion for delay. 

Col. Prior's protest was effective, and tlie 
committee decided to go on, Tlic Colonel 
thereupon proceeded to explain the posi- 
tion in which the company stood. He de- 
tailed the circumstaneea of the offer maiie 
by the B. C. Southern to the Canadian Pa- 
cilic, on condition that the latter company 
would take over the ehurter of tho former 
road and build tho line. lie stated that 
the British Columbia company would hand 
over the whole of the land grant of ;i,-lUO,- 
CUO acres from the Provincial authorities to 
the CP. R., with the exception of 50j000 
acres, provided the big company would 
build the road. In addition to that, the 
promoters of the B, C. Southern would 
give the Canadian Faoifio 25 per cent, of 
fully paid up stock in all coal lands, in 
w Inch the company (B. C. Southern) held 
the fee simple. It was absolutely essen- 
tial, however, thot the charter

by the Dominion House, as unless the C. P. 
B. built the road another syndicate would 
have to be secured and commeDcement made 
to constru juon before next April, otherwise 
the land grant would bo lost. Theeo were 
the facts of the case, and if the B. C. South- 
ern were refuaed the charter at Ottawa they 
would lose their land grant with no prospect 
of Eecuring a renewal of it. 

Mr. ICdgar — Where ia the Eastern termi- 
nus of your line at present? 

Col. Prior — The Ea.itern terminus is at 
the boundary of British Columbia and 
Alberta, and we are asking a charter to 
enable us to build eastward 60 or 70 miles, 
to connect with the Calgiiry and lOdinonton 
road. 

Mr. McLeod — Have youdoneony work yet? 

Col. Prior — The company has prospeotcd 
tlirough the Pass and spent a good deal of 
money in eurvey.s. 

.Mr. McKecn — Will you lose the coal 
lands if the line is not commenced ? 

Col. Prior — No; because the coal lauds 
are held in fee ainjple. 

ilr. Wallace — What money have you in- 
vested in the road so lar? 

Col. Prior — IJetween sixty and aevenly 
thousand dollars. 

Mr. Wallace — Have you a dcQuite state- 
ment of your expenditure ? 

Col. Prior— No. 

Mr. Wallace — Supposing this charter be 
not granted and tho lino is not commenced 
this year, could you not secure a rcuowul of 
tho land grant by buying up the Legislature? 
(Laughter.) 

Col. Prior — Not much. Our Legis- 
latures are not accustomed to being bought. 

Hon. Mr. liaggart— I may state to the 
committee that the Government have no 
olijcetions to this company getting a charter 
through t.lic ("roAvs' Nest Pass, piovidcd 
certain sareguarda are iiuule that will 
enable any other company, locating its line 
through tho Puss, to build. Tho Govern- 
ment have

Mr. J. A. (leinniill, barrister, of Ottawa, 
said, on behalf of the li. C. .Southern com- 
pany, lliiit tliere were no oli jeejioiis to tlie 
inaerlion of this clause in the Hill, 

Mr, Ferguson, for the Alberta com])any, 
said ho did not oppose the application, but 
desired to state, on behalf of this coni- 
jiany, that tliey were first in the 
lield in osking for this charter. 
Three years ago the Alberta Company gave 
notice of application for power to build 
llirougli tho Crow's Nest, and they had con 
tiiiued that application from year to year 
over since, and had been refused, "fhey 
had applied two years before the B. C. 
.Southern, and, therefore, he desired it to 
be tiiiilerstood that if this right was given 
to the H. C vSoulherii, it should bo given to 
tho Alberta Company. 

Mr. Haggart— -1 think so, 

Jlr. Curran — Under thoao circumstances, 
tho best plan would bo to hold over tho 
consideration of both bills until next Tues 
day. ' ' 

Col. Prior — I object to. that, • Mr. ^Choir- 
man. Tlie preamble of this Bill has boon 
approved by this connnittce, and there is no 
reason now why we should not piisa it. 

Sir John Thompson said there was no 
necessity to further delay the passage of tho

companies. Continuing, bo said that ho had 
been examining the charter given by the 
local Legislature to the British Columbia 
Southern, and found that they were more 
oxtenaivo than wore propoaed by tho meaa- 
uro before tho Federal House. Tho local 
act gave power to build to tho boundary. 

Col. Prior— Does the Government object 
to our getting power to build to the bound- 
ary? 

iMr, Ifaggart— Wo have not decided that 
point, and 1 think, therefore, you hod bet- 
ter withdraw; that olauao. 

Sir John 'Thompson suggeatcd that the 
bill bo paaaed, but not reported to the 
House, and before tho next meeting ho 
would look into tho matter and again bring 
it before tho committee.

WAsniNGToy CiTV, April 18. — "The pro- 
posed sondieg of naval cadets to the Colum- 
bian Exposition in Chicago on thoir now 
stol practice veaael, haa atarted a very im- 
portant question. The State, Treasury and 
Mavy departments havo recently been in- 
vestigating tho treaty of 1817, the terms of 
which provide that the United States and 
Groat Britain shall not keep more than one 
armored vessel each upon the great lakes. 
Tlio Treasury department has long desired 
to put modern batteried revenue cutters-, 
upon the lakes, and ahipbuildors there are: 
now anxious for a share of the oonstrnotioiii'. 
of tho now navy. The Bolioitior. of the 
Treasury ia of the opinion that nn'tr6**y ex- 
ists to prevent the construction and equip- 
ment either of revenue or war veasela on 
these waters, for the rea.son that tho treaty 
of 1817 was abrogated by un act of Congress 
of February 18, 1805, and that, notwith- 
standing tlio mutual Bgreemonb between 
Secretary Seward and tho British Minister, 
Sir Frederick A. lirnce, that the stipula- 
tions should remain in force, tho statutes 
fail to show that Congress ratified such an 
agreement.

H.M.S. Melpomene ia back in harbor 
once more, looking juat aa smart and clean 
cut aa ever, aa she ateanied into lisquiinalt 
yesterday, after an absence of several 
months. By some straijgB coincidence, 
-whether or not it is her special aptness for 
the work is not known, she generally gets 
most of tho "scout" work ou whiciiover sta- 
tion she hiippeiis to be cruising, and during 
her lust voyage wua given a good deal of 
duly of this character. News reached Ad- 
miral Hotham that tho Pacific mail steamer, 
John Ehler, was ashore on tlic rocks in a 
dangerous ])ositioii near Caranza Point, and 
it was by the immediate action of the Mel- 
pomene that the whole of the passengers 
are saved, and .L'GO.OOO in specie, with sev- 
eral bags of mail taken oli' the ill-fated ves- 
sel, which went to pieces a few hoiir.T aftur- 
wurda. The details of this wreck were 
published in the (.'oi.O.mst sevcial weeks 
ago. , 

In Coquimbo tho Melpomene received 
telegraphic instruoliona from the Admiralty 
oliice in London to proceed down the coast 
to Juan de Fernandez and rescue tho bhip- 
wrecked sailors of au American barque that 
bad been wrecked in tho locality. A start 
was at once made, oud a day and night 
search kept up, ,but without any result, no 
trace of any men being found. 

As an instance of the immense use British 
men-of-war are iu Southern American vmters 
it may be mentioned incidently that six- 
sevenths of the shipwrecked crews relieved 
and taken into port are delivered from death 
by them. Indeed, it has become the cus- 
tom whenever uuy such catastrophe occurs 
there to at once put tho nearest watahip 
flying the Union Jack in possession of tho 
facts, the authorities being positive that all 
human ingenuity will be expended promptly 
and ellicienlly. 

Tho monotony of the voyage of the Mel- 
pomene was most pleasantly broken several 
times by landing, target practice with big 
guns, llie longest manoeuvres being e.>:ecnteil 
(luring the steamer a stay oil' Tokimo. There 
Were no deaths durint; tho trip, and but 
seven desertions, four marines and three 
stokers L'elliiig away to the varied and 
ijuesl ionaule att 1 .ictions of a life on shore. 
The ollicei 3 of tho warship are loiul in their 
I)ruiaes of Chilian hoi-pitality, and all state 
thiit thi^y were treated royally by the re-p- 
reaeutativea of that iinjietuoua but generous 
nation on every possible occasion. 

The whole Chilian revolution was seen at 
difTerent periods by the .Melpomene, and 
she fetciu n nil kinds of accounts tjf several 
startling scenes in the progress of the re- 
bellion. H, M. S. Champion, on arrival 
here last year, gave all these details iu full, 
however, so that a recapitulation would bo 
useless. 

Once, when in Coquimbo harbor, the 
Melpomene experienced a terrible gale, 
during the progress of which she lost her 
long boat and cutter under rather peculiar 
eircumstiinces, which served to bring out 
the sterling bravely of Lieut. Harvey. A 
big ship near the Melpomene dragged her 
anchors, and the long bo.^t and the cutter 
were sen' out to help iter ca'-ch Ijottom 
again. 'I'lie-y had no scainer starttMl, wit h 
Mr. Hiirvey in command, before they were 
overturned. With great ililliciilly the ciews 
were n:.s':in'd, the lieutenant being the last 
man abo'ird. He imriiedial(.'ly ordi'riMl the 
whale boat n.aniied, ami, though half 
drowned alr<;iuly, took coinmand of her and 
went ill .search of the .'eiiqity boats, which, 
liowevi'r, rouM not lie rc cnvereil. 

When ('m|niinbo was left smallpox was 
committing fearful ravages among the na- 
tives. The ship will go into dock, next week, 
for a general overhauling.
